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DIRECT PRIMARY 


MAY BE GENERAL. 


Hughes’ Defeat Before New 
York Assembly Only Brings 
Plan Into Stronger Fo- 
cus Before People. 


WILL APPEAL TO VOTERS? 


Politicians Cite Oregon and IIli- 
nois Cases, but Governor 
Insists His Plan 
Is Right.

Washington, D. C., April 8—[Special.]— 
Politicians here have been taking an immense 
amount of interest in the direct primary fight 

mn New York state, which has resulted after 
‘g long struggle in an adverse report on the 
pill prepared by Gov. Hughes, with favorable 
report on the innocuous measure prepared 
and backed up by the Republican organiza- 
tion. 

Naturally enough old line politicians in and 
out of congress do not believe in a direct pri- 
mary system at all. They all prefer the nice, 

eld fashioned rough and tumble convention, 
where the slickest man wins without much 
regard to the support he has among the peo- 
ple. Most congressmen in both parties are 
entirely in sympathy with the proposition 
that nominations should be made by party 


rule only, and that the state as such has 


nothing whatever to do with the system and 
„ management of a party organization. 
There are others, however, either more re- 
sponsive to party sentiment or more afraid 
of it, who are beginning to believe the action 
of the judiciary committee of the New York 
assembly will put Gov. Hughes in a position 
where he becomes immensely stronger. po- 
litically speaking, than ever before. They 
think the reformer and the progressive ele- 
ment in general will be forced into his camp 
and the result will be an overwhelming pub- 
lic sentiment against the old organizations of 
both parties, neither of which has com- 
manded much respect in New Tork state. 


Point Out Alleged Failures. 
Opponents of the direct primary system are 


making a good deal of capital out of the re- 


gults in two widely separated states, one of 
which is Oregon and the other Illinois. They 
assert that in each of these cases there has 
been a positive failure of the direct primary 
to accomplish the results intended. 

In Oregon there was more or less of a mis- 
understanding as to the system to be adopt- 
ed. The result was the nomination of a Dem- 
ocrat in a Republican state, the effect being, 
of course, to substitute the primary for the 
election. In Illinois the will of the voters of 
the Republican party was ciearly expressed 
in a statewide primary, but Mr. Hopkins 
_geems to be no nearer to reélection than 5 
“would have been if no such primary had 
held. 

These two instances, and particularly the 
Illinois case, have been used with telling et- 

fect in New York to kill off the governor's 
plan. 


Lines Up Independent Voters. 


What seems to be the most immediate effect 
of the killing of the direct primary bill in 
the New York assembly is likely to be the 
consolidation of the independent voters of 
New York, and later on of the whole country, 
on Hughes himself. It is considered to be a 
significant thing that men like Seth Low, 
Rabbi Wise, Norman Hapgood, James B. 
Reynolds, Dr. Madison C. Peters, Cannon 
Chase, Dr. Stryker, and others who have 
been prominently identified with the inde- 
pendent movement have been behind the bill 
from the start and were literally in it at the 
death when it was strangled by the judiciary 
committee late last night. 

Their strength lies not so much in the fact 
that they represent a definite organization 
but because they speak, or assume to speak, 
for that vast element which is constantly 
growing and which has refused to affiliate 
itself with either of the old party organiza- 
tions and yet is not satisfied with new par- 
ties like the Socialists, the Prohibitionists, 
or the indefinite and elastic following of Mr. 
Hearst. 

Every practical politician knows the per- 
‘centage of voters who participate in an un- 
official primary is extremely small. This is 
both the strength and the weakness of or- 
ganization. In nine nominating conventions 
at the least, so far as smaller 


upon by the self-constituted leaders always 
goes through. In many cases where news- 
papers report that the slate has been broken 
all that happened really was that one element 
among the self-constituted leaders beat the 
other elemnt. 


People’s Will Seldom Wins. 


It seldom happens that the people force 
through their will in a nominating conven- 
tion on minor offices. Now and then a man like 
Hughes, or La Follette, or Cummins by 

personal efforts and his skill as a campaigner 
arouses a condition of public sentiment which 
the bosses are afraid to defy. It seldom 
happens, even in such cases, that bosses are 
actually defeated. They yield to public senti- 
ment, but they do it in their own way and 
from the fear of results on election day. In 
most cases where men of this type have 
triumphed the old organization could have 
Won at the outset if it had dared to risk de- 
feat at the polls. 

It is a fact that under the convention sys- 
tem a compact party organization always 
tan win if it chooses to do so and if it is will- 
ing to defy public opinion and risk defeat at 
the polis. The independent forces in either 
party seldom are able to win a straight fight 
at the primaries all along the line for the 
simple reason that they cannot have a com- 
pact Organization of their own and read their 
title clear to the position of independence in

ON DAN COUGHLIN 


Career of Fugitive Former 


Chicago Detective and Jury 
Briber Probably Is 
Closed. 


SAVED FROM GALLOWS. 


Vote of Only One Juror Prevented 
Him from Hanging in Con- 
nection with Cronin 
Case. 


Dan Coughlin, former city detective, jury 


| briber, and fugitive from justice, is dying, or 


may be dead, in Central America. 

Since his sensational escape from capture 
at Mobile, Ala., three years ago he has been 
living at Puerto Cortez, Spanish Honduras, 
under the alias of Jim Davis. He worked 
until about three months ago as foreman of 
a railroad construction gang. 

Just after New Year’s his big boned frame 
began to waste and the doctors told him he 
had consumption. The medical men were 
right and two weeks ago an old friend who 
ran across him was shocked at his appear- 
ance. When Coughlin ran a saloon at 125 
Clark street he tipped the scale at 250 pounds 
or more. Fifteen day seer he weighed ninety 
pounds. 

Coughlin was not in ‘want: He had a 
trained nurse and the best the little town 
could give in medical aid and creative com- 
forts. The doctora had warned him that 
death was certain and imminent. “ Big 
Dan seemed resigned to fate and only ex- 
dressed sorrow at the prospect of dying away 
from Chicago. He was mum on all his trou- 
bles, legal and otherwise. 


Cronin Murder Recalled. 

In May, 1889—almost twenty years ago— 
Dan Coughlin, then a city detective at the 
Chicago avenue station, came into national 
notogiety in connection with the Cronin mur- 
der cape. He was indicted as one of the con- 
spirators and was convicted, his sentence 
being life imprisonment, After serving three 
years im the Joliet penitentiary he was given 
a new trial and was acquitted. Many of the 
witnesses in the former trial had died or 
the state was unable to find them that their 
evidence might be given. 

Soon afterward Coughlin started a saloon 
at 125 Clark street with Michael McNamara, 
former south town assessor. They con- 
tinued in business several years and were 
successful, their resort being the rendezvous 
for politicians and city employés. 


Indicted for Jury Bribing. 
Coughlin was indicted for attempted jury 
bribing in connection with a personal injury 
suit against the Illinois Central railroad. Pat 
O'Keefe, the company's special agent, it was 
learned by the state’s attorney’s office, was 


a frequent visitor at Coughlin’s saldo ande 


his name was coupled with Coughlin in the 
jury bribery matter., Owing to the unpleas- 
ant notoriety given O Keefe, the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad was compelled to dispense with 
his services. 

Coughlin and his bartender, William Arm- 
strong, were held to the grand jury in bonds 
of $10,000 each. After their indictment they 
fied and McNamara, who was bondsman for 
both, had to forfeit $20,000. He closed the 
saloon soon afterward and his friends said he 
was ruined financially, 


Money from Mysterious Source. 
Armstrong was arrested a few months 
later at Seattle, Wash., and, although he was 
without visible funds, he had the best legal 


talent available to fight extradition. After 


a long battle in the courts he was freed 
on a writ of habeas corpus. The attorneys 
who fought his case were paid $5,000 fees by 
some mysterious agency. 

Nothing was heard of Coughlin after his 
disappearance until about three years ago, 
when he was arrested at Mobile. Capt. 
Thomas Ford, formerly drillmaster of the 


‘Chicago police department, who was living 


in Mobile at that time, identified the prisoner. 
A Chicago detective was sent to Mobile with 
requisition papers, but before his arrival 
there Coughlin had been discharged on a 
writ of habeas corpus, It was learned that 
he took a tramp steamer from Mobile to 
Central America, but nothing more was 
heard of him until the news that now comes, 


Suspected of Murder Plot. 

It was the belief of the state’s prosecutors 
that Coughlin was one of the men who 
hatched the Cronin murder plot. At the 
time of the murder, May 4, 1889, Coughlin 
was traveling as a detective out of the Chi- 
cago avenue station under Capt. Michael 
Schaack. Cronin's disappearance was re- 
ported to Capt. Schaack on the day following 
the murder, and he assigned Coughlin on 
the case. A white horse had been hired from 
Pat Dinan, a Clark street liveryman, the 
night of Cronin’e disappearance, and the 
man who hired it said he was a friend of 
Dan Coughlin. It also came out later that 
Coughlin had spoken to Dinan beforehand 
regarding the man who was going to call 
for the rig. 

It was proved by the state that Dinan’s 
white horse was the animal that carried the 
doctor to the Carlson cottage in Lake View, 
where the murder was committed. 

Pat O'Sullivan, an ice dealer, who lived near 
the scene of the murder, was tried aleo as 
one of the conspirators and was convicted. 
Martin Burke, another of those convicted, 
was charged with renting the Carlson cot- 
tage. Burke and O'Sullivan died in prison 
after serving less than three years of their 
life sentence. 

Eleven of the jurors in the case voted for 
the death penalty. John Culver of Evans- 
ton was the juror who saved the trio from 
the gallows.

Government Kills Her Husband’s 
Citizenship Rights. 


RED QUEEN NOW AN ALIEN. 


Anarchist Faces Deportation as Result 
of Decision. 


New York, April 8.—[Special.}—Emma 
Goldman, “ queen of the anarchists,” was 
rendered an alien today by action of the 
federal court at Buffalo at the instance of 
a representative of the United States, in can- 
celing the citizenship papers of her husband, 
Jacob A. Kersner. 

For several years the government has been 
engaged in an effort to either bar the red 
azitator’s returg. if she leaves the country, 
or deport her n alien anarchist. 

An effort was made by the immigration 
officers last fall to prevent her reéntrance, 
but it was dropped because sufficient proof 
was lacking that she was alien. Today's 
action at Buffalo removes all doubt as to her 
status, and the federal authorities can at once 
proceed against the woman. Former claims 
that the woman was a citizen under her 
father’s naturalization papers are eliminated. 

The action in Buffalo was based largely 
on the testimony of the father of the an- 
archist’s husband and was not defended. 
Kersner, it appeared, secured his citizen- 
ship documents in 1884. His father swore 
that he was two years under age at the 
time, being only 19 years old, and had been 
in this country only two years, instead of 
having resided here for five years as required 
by law. Three years later he married Emma 
Goldman. She was a foreigner, but by vir- 
tue of her marriage to a citizen she was 
clothed with the rights of citizenship. 


Goldman Woman Hears of Action. 

umma Goldman was seen tonight at 210 
East Thirteenth street, where she and 
Alexander Berkman publish Mother Earth, 
an anarchistic paper. She said: 

„I am fully prepared, if the government 
moves against me as a result of this action, 
to protect my rights as a free citizen. It 
would be useless for me to tell my side. If I 
did it would place the government in an un- 
enviable light. I came to this country 
twenty-five years ago with my parents and 
prothers and sisters. When I was 18 years 
old, or in 1886, I married Jacob Kersner. I 
don’t know how long he had been here at that 
time, but he spoke good English. He was 26 
years old at that time. 

„1 have never been divorced from my 
husband, nor have I seen him in sixteen 
years. He may be dead for all 1 know. He 
disappeared from Rochester, N. X., long ago 
and service was made on him in this action 
by publication. A year ago summonses were 
served upon various persone in Rochester 
in a proceeding similar to this, and not long 
afterward those who feceived them were in- 
structed by the government to ignore them, 
I happen to know this was done, because 
the government found irregularities in its 
case. Apparently the government has de- 
cided to go on now anyhow. During the 
coming summer I will travel through Eng- 
land and the co and go to Austra- 


Emma Goldman was born in Russia about 


| 88 years ago and.came im her intaner to | 


America: with her parents, who settled in 


Rochester, N. Y. She became prominent in 
the anarchistic movement shortly after the 
Homestead riots, when her companion,“ 
Alexander Berkman, was arrested for shoot- 
ing Henry C. Frick, a partner of Andrew Car- 
negie and manager of the Homestead steel 
mills. 


Association ‘with Berkman. 

Berkman was convicted of assault with 
attempt to kill and was sent to the Pennsyl- 
vania state prison for twenty years. He 
served his full term and since his release, 
about four years ago, he has been associated 
with Emma Goldman in anarchistic speech- 
making tours and in publishing Mother 
Darth.“ 

After Berkman’s release it was reported 
that Miss Goldman had married him. She 
pronounced the report absurd, declaring an- 
archists have no use for either the church 
or the state. Therefore they do not marry 
or recognize either marriage or divorce.“ It 
is presumed, therefore, ‘that she never was 
divorced from Kersner. 

Miss Goldman has been arrested perhaps a 
hundred times on charges of making speeches 
inciting to vielence, and has served several 
sentences on Blackwell's island in New York. 

She was arrested in Chicago a few days 
after the assassination of President McKin- 
ley by Leon Czolgoscz, who said he was an 
anarchist and one of her disciples. Although 
she and a half dozen Chicago anarchists 
were held in jail for two weeks in the ex- 
pectation of proving them to have been ina 
conspiracy to murder the president, proof 
of the charge could not be obtained and all 
were released. 


Arrested in San Francisco. 

Miss Goldman was arrested a few weeks 
ago in San Francisco on a charge of making 
an anarchistic speech. She did not deny the 
charge, but claimed the right of free speech, 
which was upheld by the judge. and she was 
released. In her recent speaking tour in the 
far west Dr. Ben L. Reitman, the hobo’s 
friend,”’ has been her business manager and 
press agent. * 

Miss Goldman reads, speaks, and writes 
English, German, Russian, and French and 
makes speeches fluently in the first three of 
those languages. A few years ago she was in 
Chicago incog as the manager of the 
Russian theatrical company which played in 
the Studebaker theater and attracted much 
attention from society people. The leading 
woman in the company was Mme. Alla 
Nazimova, who since has become well known 
to the American theatergoing public. 

By profession Miss Goldman is a trained 
nurse, and it is said she has nursed in the 
families of some wealthy New York citizens, 
who had no idea their gentle nurse was the 
notorious anarchistic propagandist.

Long Threatened Theatrical War 
Believed to Be Due. 


ANNOUNCE NEW ASSOCIATION 


Syndicate Head Says Withdrawal Will 
Make No Difference. 


New York, April 8.—[Special.]—Lee Shu- 
bert and Max Anderson today withdrew from 
the Theatrical Managers’ association. They 
sent their resignations to the president of 
the association in the afternoon, and later 
Mr. Shubert announced that he intended to 
form a theatrical association of his own. 

Whom he intends to take with him in the 
new orgdhization has not been made known, 
but the names of several prominent the- 
atrical managers have been mentioned. 
These include David Belasco, Walter Law- 
rence, James K. Hackett, and Mr. Ander- 
son, who manages the Hippodrome. 

Just what the next step will be by those 
who are opposed to the Shuberts no one will 
venture to predict until Abraham Erlanger, 
head and front of the opposition to the 
Shuberts, returns from Europe. He is due 
on Saturday. 

Those who profess to be familiar with the 
situation said tonight that Mr. Erlanger’s 
arrival would be the signal for the long 
threatened war in the theatrical world to 
break. For this there already has been a 
lining up of forces. 


Belasco Is Saying Nothing. 

The main efforts of both parties seem to 
have centered so far particularly upon David 
Belasco. Both parties claim Mr. Belasco’s 
support. Mr. Belasco is saying nothing as 
to which side he will take. 

Both Mr. Belasco and Mr. Erlanger, it was 
gleefully pointed out by the latter’s friends, 
are scheduled to appear prominently in the 
Lambs’ gam bol,“ to take place at the 
Metropolitan Opera house on May 24. Both 
men are directors of the Lambs and will 
travel on the same special train during the 
week’s tour of the company. 

It was even said on Wednesday that Mr. 
Belasco and Mr. Erlanger had agreed to walk 
down Broadway at the head of the procession 
from the clubhouse. 


Trust Head Says It Doesn’t Matter. 

Charles Burnham, president of the the- 
atrical managers’ association, said tonight: 

„The withdrawal of Lee Shubert and Max 
Anderson from the association will not be 
noticed. The association will go on just the 
same. Mr. Shubert resigned once before and 
it didn’t make any difference. He came back 
of his own accord.” 

The Shuberts’ official statement of the res- 
ignation said: 

„Mr. Shubert’s reason for resigning from 
the association is that as the Messrs Shubert 
are to control at least fourteen theaters in 
New York City next autumn, it is obviously 
of no advantage for them to belong to the 
association in which the other managers, 
none of whom have more than two or three 
theaters, have equal say with themselves. 

„The Messrs. Shubert announce that now 
that they have withdrawn from the old asso- 
ciation of. theatrical managers, they will 
proceed to form another association of their

rule Speaker Cannon has agreed to recog- 
nne Mr. Foss for that purpose. 

In case unanimous consent is given, Mr. 
Foss will deliver a few reinarks about the 
sentiment of his district and the city of 
Chicago concerning the proposed increase 
of the tariff on gloves and hosiery as evi- 
genced by the 250,000 names which the peti- 
tions contain. 

The women expect to see Senator Cullom 
and members of the finance committee to- 
morrow. It is said that the senate finance 
committee already has decided to reduce the 
duty on gloves and proposes to put the duty 
op hosiery back to the Dingley schedule. 


Petition Bearers Call on Cannon. 


Mrs. Nathan B. Lewis, Mrs. E. M. Hender- 
son, Mrs. Freeman E. Brown, and Miss Helen 
Mortis, the committee from the League of 
women's Clubs of Cook County selected to 
bring the petitions to Washington, were in- 
troduced to Speaker Cannon this afternoon 
and held a conference with him, during 
which they announced that the sentiment 
among the women. of Chicago wae plainly 
against the proposed increase of the tariff 
on women's wear in general, and that they 
were the bearers of many thousands of ear- 
nest petitions to congress calling for a re- 
tention of the Dingle tariff on such oom- 
modities. 

Mr. Cannon received the women in his pri- 
vate office, and had what, after the confer- 
ence, he termed a nice little visit with 
them. He told them that congress was con- 
tinually receiving petitions, and that he be- 
lieved thoroughly in the right of citizens to 
ask what they would from that body. He 
intimated that the formal act of introducing 
petitions, however, did not always do as 
much good as sometimes hoped, but he as- 
serted that the gloves and hosiery! petitions 
of the people of Chicago would be graciously 
received and referred to the proper commit- 
tee—the committee on Ways and means, 
which is dealing with the tariff.

Importers Deny Payne Charge. 

As a result of the conference held with

Mr. Fitagérald's opportunity to express 


s0licitude for the dear people and endeavor 
to secure for them a cheaper rate on lux- 
urtoub hécessities came about bechuse of an 
inadvertent consolidation of the paragraphs 
covering leces and articles of silk and India 
rubber. By this ‘consolidation the duty on 
bindings, garteta, and suspenders was in- 
ereased. 

Mr. Hill of Connecticut offered a committee 
amendment to have retained the duties now 
levied under the Dingle law. Upon a divi- 
sion vote the Fitzgerald amendment was 
lost and the committee amendment was car- 
ried. Sa, , 1 ig : 

Bilk suspendets and garters thus remain 
where they are at the present time. 

Tne Dingley paragraph placing a duty on 
toys was restored with a proviso that only 
articles intendéd as playthings for children 
shall be admitted as toys. 


Dingley Cotton Rate Restored. 

In order to meet the decisions in regard to 
the counting of cotton cloths, paragraph 318 
of the bill was stricken out and the provision 
of the Dingley law on the same subject was 
réstored in its stead. 

Jacquard figured goods for upholstering. 
covers, ete., composed wholly or in chief of 
cotton or other vegetable fiber, were given 
protection by levying a duty of 50 per cent 
ad valorem. 

A tax of 45 per cent ad valorem also was 
put upon tire fabric or fabrics used for pneu- 
matic tires. The effect of this provision will 
be to place the duty on the long staple cotton 
used in the fabric. 

A duty of 20 per sent ad valorem also was 
put upon cotton, bleached and purified. 
whether medicated or not. 


— : 
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The dividing line between the high and low 


rates of duty on oilcloth and linoleum was 
fixed at eleven feet instead of nine feet, as 
originally in the bill. It was twelve feet in 
the-Dingley law. 

‘The amendment restoring the Dingley rates 
of 45 cents per dozen pieces and 15 per cent 
ad valorem on collars and cuffs composed 
of cotton was agreed to. In connection with 
this change Mr. Harrison of New York took 
occasion to criticise the method employed 
for presenting committee amendments. He 
argued that they should have been printed in 
the record prior to their presentation on the 
floor. 

Republicans Caught Half Asleep. 

Because of the numerous committee 
amendments to the Payne tariff bill the 
House was compelled to sit until late in the 
evening in order to insure action on the va- 
rious paragraphs coming within the scope 
of the special rule adopted last Monday be- 
fore the final vote is taken tomorrow after- 
Noon. 

At one time the Republicans were caught 
napping and an amendment by Mr. Clark 
of Missouri was adopted fixing the rate of 
duty on iron ore, steel wire of the No. 16 
gauge at & of a cent per pound, but this was 
thrown out later.

While occasionally there were outbreaks of 
bad temper, on the whole the session as- 
sumed à normal aspect and business pro- 
ceeded with a reasonable degree of facility.

Blooms and Slabs Cut Down. 

Steel ingots, blooms, and slabs were re- 
duced from 1 cent to eight-tenths of a cent 
per pound. The ad valorem proposition on 
boiler and plate iron or steel was stricken 
out and the duty made specific, in ‘some 
cases the rate being reduced. 

A vigorous fight was waged on an amend- 
ment increasing the duty on round iron or 
steel wire smaller than No. 16 gauge from 
1% to 1% cents a pound. It was claimed 
that the proposed increase was an outrage 
on the farmer. 

Thé committee amendment increasing the 
duty on round iron or steel wire smaller than 
No. 16 was voted down, 155 to 146, and in its 
stead there was adopted a substitute pre- 
sented by Mr. Clark of Missouri, fixing the 
rate at three-fourths of 1 cent per pound. 
A long wrangle ensued over the right to 
amend any other portion of paragraph 134. 

The chair ruled that such amendments ex- 
cept to the Clark amendment which was 
adopted, were out of order. An appeal from 
the decision was lost, 178 to 139. On the 
final vote the Clark amendment was defeated, 
126 to 177, and the original Payne amend- 
ment was adopted. 


Rate on Briar Root Raised. 

The rate or briar root, briat wood, and 
laurel root was increased from 5 to per- 
centum ad valorem. 

Following a spirited debate, a committee 
amendment was adopted placing a duty of 
S cents a cuble foot of the capacity of bar- 
rels or packages on pineapples. The rate on 
crude cocca or cacao and leaves was reduced 
fromm 4 to 3 cents a pound. 

Mr. Pujo of Louisiana spoke in favor of 
a committee amendment offered by Mr. 
Broussard of Louisiana excepting rice from 
the provisions permitting the free entry of 
products of the Philippine islands. The 
amendment, which makes rice the only éx- 
ception to the Philippine free trade provis- 
ions, Was agreed to by a rising vote. 

The paragraph covering braids made of 
artificial hair was amended 60 as to exclude 
braids of natural borse hair. Minor emend- 
ments in phraseology were made to the para- 
graphs covering wood pulp and print paper. 
All of the amendments that followed were 
committee amendments. 


Painted China Cut Down. 

On decalcomanias, in ceramic colors, the 
duty was reducqd to 80 cents a pound from 
$2.50 a pound. The duty upon wrapping 
paper was increased from 30 per cent to 38 
per cent ad valorem. 

A duty of $2 a thousand was placed on 
blasting caps instead of the original duty of 
30 per cent ad valorem. Copperas or sul- 
phate of iron, used in manufacturing ink, 
was taken from the free list and a duty of 
15 of a cent per pound placed upon it. 

A duty of 50 cents per gross pairs and 10 
per cent ad valorem was placed on leather 
shoestrings, which had been provided for 
with a 15 per cent duty. Vases, retorts, and 
other apparatus, composed of platinum, for 
chemical uses, Were stricken from the free 
list, while nut oil, oil of nuts and cloves, and 
clove stones were put on the free list. 

Mr. Payne offered an amendment which 
included in the free list several coal tar 
products. Mr. Payne submitted a substitute 
for the maximum and minimum section of 
the bill and the new grain drawback pro- 
vision to be acted upon tomorrow. 

The house adjourned at 6:58 until tomor- 
row.

Evanston Trader Visits Grain Pit 
to Witness Stir Created by 
His Operations. 


A smile illuminated the features of James 
A. Patten yesterday morning as he saun- 


i 


tered into the smoking room of the board 
of trade. His eyes naturally wandered to 
the blackboard, where markers were trying 
to keep pace with the fluctuations in wheat, 
and he saw the price, 61.2% for May wheat— 
the highest price for nine years. He glanced 
at the July wheat column, and saw 61.12 
recorded—another high mark—and the smile 
expanded. l 
Im Patten—e very one who trades in 
Wheat calls him Iim —did not visit the 
board of trade either to sell or buy wheat. 
Other commission houses were attending to 
the selling, and his own brokers knew when: 
to buy. His visit was a sort of climax of a 
long fought campaign, and he was interested, 
perhaps, in seeing how much pandemonium 
he had raised. He staid on the floor a few 
moments, and then went back to his office. — 


Price May Go Higher. 

Although Mr. Patten is openly satisfied 
with having put May wheat above $1.25, a 
price which he predicted many months ago, 
there is no certainty that it will not go high- 
er, because, from the cnaracter of the trad- 
ing and the way commission houses are 
executing buying orders, it is evident that 
the public has finally decided to get in, after 
a long period of apathy. 

Buying by the public put the price up, 
9 Patten fed them the wheat,” is a collo- 
quial symposium of the opinion expressed 
by most of the brokers after they had a 
chance to recover from the flurry and size 
up the situation. 

Comparatively little of Patten’s wheat was 
sold by his own brokers; There was, how- 
ever, a constant stream of wheat for sale, 
particularly above $1.25 for May and $1.12 
. for July, and there ie little question in the 
minds of the best informed members about 
where that wheat camefrom. It is estimated 
that Patten sold nearly 3,000,000 bushels of 
July heat and possibly 500,000 bushels of 
May, and that in the last three days he has 
sold altogether about 7,000,000 bushels. 


Still Holds Big Quantity. 


represent his entire holdings by any means, 
for he is said still to hold contracts for 10,- 
000,000 bushels of May wheat and a like 
amount of July. But what he has let go of 
has been sold at enormous profits, and there 
was good reason for his smile as he thought 
of the 20 to 25 cents a bushel profit he was 
making. A conservative estimate of his 
winnings during the last three or four days 
is said to be $1,500,000. 

Professionals were badly bitten during the 

day. Many of them having concluded that a 
reaction was due after the high prices 
reached on Wednesday, failed to allow for 
the sudden influx of buying orders from the 
public and were caught short in a rising 
market. At times the market was extremely 
wild and it was almost impossible to follow 
the fluctuations, changes of % cent being 
noted every few moments, 
There was nothing sensational about the 
opening of the market, and in fact Patten's 
brokers openly appeared. with buying orders, 
especially in July on the weak spots.

While Patten's brokers were not conapicuous 
sellers. it is said by those who know his usual 
procedure that through other tommission 
houses he sold about ten bushels for every 
one he bought. 

The great stringency in cash wheat is said 
to be due almost entirely to Patten's manipu- 
lation of the market. The latest report of the 
visible supply shows about 37,000.000 bushels 
available in the United States. Of this 
amount about 20,000,000 bustrelg is stored in 
Minneapolis and Duluth and can be shipped 
to Chicago for delivery on contracte in a 
comparatively short time.

I am 
not doing any wrong, but I just will not be 
interfered with.“ 

Thomas McEnerny, counsel for the estate, 
said he lored the trouble between the two 
women. e sald: 

“Mise Snow wes largely responelble for 
building up the present business and she is 
acting in charge under the will. The trouble 
is that Mrs. Pridmore wishes more money 
than was allowed her.

GLEAM SHADOWY SO FAR. 


Congressman Between Jumps 
Sheds Optimism and Govern- 
or Hints at Settlement.

Springfield, III., April 8.—[{Special.]—Be- 
fore Congressman Lorimer hurried from the 
conference with Gov. Deneen to catch a train 
for Washington early this morning, the two 
party leaders reached a point in their nego- 
tilations which makes it possible that a final 
solution of the senatorial question and other 
political issues may be found next week. 

No action which will break the deadlock 
is promised for then, but by the time the gov- 
ernor and the congressman have their next 
talk they will be in shape to agree on a man 
to be named for Mr. Hopkins’ seat. 

Mr. Deneen made a point today of denying 
to his callers that he contemplated aban- 
doning Mr. Hopkins, but he admitted to sev- 
eral that something definite in the way ofa 
settlement might be expected next week. 


Gives News Between Two Jumps. 
Mr. Lorimer’s hasty departure was caused 
by the desire to be in Washington by to- 
morrow, but he and the governor found their 
converse so pleasant and so engrossing that 
the congressman allowed himself only ten 
minutes to catch his train at 2:20 o'clock 
tums morning. 

Several statesmen, including Speaker 
Shurtleff. who had been sitting up until that 
hour to learn the news from the front, were 
deprived of the pleasure of extended con- 
versation because of the fact that Deneen’s 
talk had been so instructive that Mr. Lor- 
imer gave himseif just time enough to make 
one jump to the St. Nicholas hotel for his 
baggage and another jump for the station for 
his train. 

Between the jumps he allowed his friends, 
including Mr. Shurtleff and other prominent 
opponents of the ex-junior senator, to gather 

neral information that all was well on the 

tomac and elsewhere. From these brief 
tidings from the seat of war the distinguished 
opponents of the ex-junior senator have de- 
@uced their own conclusions, and they opine 
that if all be well with Mr. Lorimer all can- 
not be well with Mr. Hopkins. Their logic 
is conceded to be perfect if their premises 
be correct. 

Forcing Hopkins to Aid Him? | 

There is a chance that Mr. Deneen Is play- 
ing a game to force Mr. Hopkins to take an 
active hand in the matters of legislation in 
which the state administration is interested. 
The governor finds practically everything 
blocked in the house. although the senate is 
making some efforts to get action on legisla- 
tion. So far as the issifs of importance are 
concerned the house seems to find it impossi- 
ble to make headway. The governor has 
been told that so long as the legislators have 

the uncertainty of the senatorship hanging 
over them they will not be able to get 
down to business and that no real progress 
need be expected until the deadlock ig ended. 

This is not Mr. Deneen’s opinion, but he is 
being shown evidence which leads him to be- 
eve that it is the purpose of Speaker Shurt- 

leff not to allow matters of importance to 
come up for settlement until the senatorship 
has been ended. 


House Lets Work Pile Up. 

It now is drawing close to a time when 
ordinarily the legislature is making plans 
for its sine die adjournment. This year the 
house hardly has touched the mass of stuff 
which must come before it. It had been 
promised and expected that the assembly 
would return this week and go to work. The 
Senate has made every effort to do so and 
the house is going through the motions of 
cleaning up its calendars but without touch- 
ing anything of any interest to the state ad- 
ministration. 

The senate has considered deep waterway, 
asylum reorganization, insurance, and other 
subjects on which the governor is looking 
for legislation. The house has considered 
none of them, and the plan of the house or- 
ganization not to consider them is apparent.

Senate Passes Measure Putting 
Supreme Court Clerk on Salary. 


THINK IT WILL HIT DAVIS. 


Success of Proposal Means Tann de 
Each Year to State. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, II., April 8.—[Special.}—Sena- 
tor Billings’ bill to place the clerk of the Su- 
preme court on a salary of $6,000 a year and 
require that the fees of the office be turned 
into the state treasury was passed by the 
senate today and now goes to the house. 

After several days of delay Senator Bill- 
ings, who has been holding the bill back until 
he could be assured that he had the votes to 
pass it, called it up this morning and was sur- 
prised to find that no opposition developed. 


Think Act Will Affect Davis. 

It is the contention of the supporters of the 
measure that it will become effective this 
year against the present clerk, J. McCan 
Davis, if passed by the legislature, it being 
their opinion that the Supreme court clerk is 
not protected by the constitutional provision 
that an official's salary shall not be increased 
or diminished during his term of office. 

Many of the candidates for the nomination 
for this office in the primary campaign 
pledged themselves to take only $5,000 or 
$6,000 of the fees of the office if elected, but 
Mr. Davis made his campaign with the decla- 
ration that he would take the fees to which 
the position legally is entitled. Estimates of 
the earnings of the office are varying, run- 
ning from $25,000 to $40,000 annually., 

A bill placing the Appellate coyrt clerks 
under salary has been introduced in the sen- 
ate, but Mr. Billings did not endeavor to in- 
clude them in his bill, wishing to keep ite in 
as simple form as possible. 


Defeat Alphabetical Primary Bill. 

The senate defeated Senator MeElvain's 
bill to amend the primary law by providing 
that the names of candidates shall be placed 
on the ballot in alphabetical order. It was 
the opinion of a majority of the senators that 
this would give too much advantage to can- 
didates lucky enough to have names which 
started high up in the alphabet. 

The house concurred in the senate amend- 
ments to the bill allowing counties to levy 
a tax for the establishment of hospitals for 
tuberculosis. The measure now goes to the 
governor for his signature. 

The house adopted a resolution reported 
out by the; committee on federal relations 
petitioning congress to abolish the duty on 
coffee and tea. A suggestion that the words 
“and gloves be added after the words 
coffee and tea was made by Representative 
Lantz, and Representative Chiperfield sug- 
gested the addition of the words and stock- 
ings,” but Speaker Shurtleff refused to hear 
the suggestions, declaring the resolution 
adopted as it came from the committee. 


House Passes “Innkeepers’’ Bill. 

After a contest between Chiperfield and 
Representative King the house passed the 
“innkeepers ’’ bill limiting the responsibil- 
ity of hotelkeepers to $250 for damage to 
baggage or loss of baggage unless deposited 
in 7 safe of the hotel. ‘ 

epresentative Pervier's bill providing fo 

the appointment of an overseer of the poor 
in townships in which the pauper bills in 
any year. equal one-half the county taxes 
paid in the town was defeated in the house. 
Mr. Pervier explained that the bill was the 
result of the discovery that a number of 
people receiving aid in a township in Bureau 
county had bank accounts. 

The state factory inspection bills were in- 
troduced in the senate, one being a sweat- 
shop measure introduced by Senator Dailey. 
It provides for the licensing of shops in which 
clothing is made and requires that the place 
so licensed either as a shop or for home 
finishing "’ shall be certified as free from 
infection and shall be cleanly and in sanitary 
condition. 


FRIENDLY SIFT OF FARM BOARD. 


Inquiry Meant to Bring Out Facts Con- 
cerning Clash with House Appro- 
priations Committee. 


Springfield, III., April 8—[Special.]—The 
senate has ordered an inquiry into the affairs 
of the state board of agriculture, one in- 
tended to be friendly and partly designed to 
bring out the facts of the controversy in 
which the house appropriations committee 
and the state board has been involved. 

Senator Manny offered the resolution pro- 
viding for the investigations, requiring that 
the secretary of the board answer a number 
of questions set forth. Secretary J. M. Dick. 
erson sent a letter to Lieut. Gov. Oglesby 
asking that the resolution be adopted with- 
out delay and the senate obliged him.

BOOST FOR FER SAVING BILL| 


| WANTS THREE MORE AIDS 


BAILIFF IN HASTE 
FOR GREATER PAY 
Hunter’s Bill for $12,000 a 


Year Offered in Assembly 
with Emergency Clause. 


Legislators Chary of Bowing to 
Wishes of Official in Sal- 
ary Increase. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Springfield, III., April 8.—[(Special.}—The 
modest little bill of Chief Bailiff Thomas 
Hunter of the Municipal court, seeking to in- 


crease the salary of that office to $12,000 a } 


year, was introduced in both the house and 
the senate today with an emergency clause 
attached. 55 

Mr. Hunter is of opinſon that the services 
of chief bailiff are worth considerably more 
than those of the chief justice of the court 
and about twice as much as those of the asso- 
ciate judges, and that the necessity is so great 
that the law should be changed at once with- 
out waiting for July 1, when bills passed in 
the ordinary course hecome effective. 


Asks Three More Assistants. 

His little bill also provides that he shall 
have the authority to appoint three addi- 
tional assistant bailiffe, one at $2,500 a year 
and two at §2,000 a year, and that the city 
shall be responsible for all damages result- 
ing from suits brought against the bailiff's 
bond after his death, removal from office, or 
resignation. 

Mr. Hunter has endeavored to bring the leg- 
islative mind to a favorable contemplation 
of his bill by reporting that Chief Justice 
Olson and the other judges are in favor of the 
increase he asks, but the legislators are wait- 
ing to hear evidence on this point. 

It is Mr. Hunter's contention that because 
of the financial responsibility of the balliff’s 
office his remuneration should be large. He 
explained that he is under the necessity of 
furnishing a heavy bond which runs for 
twenty years—fourteen after he has retired 
from office—and that this responsibility war- 
rants a big salary. His lability to loss from 
damage suits, he said, was as great as that of 
a sheriff and he was deprived of revenue 
which the sheriff is able to get out of the 
feeding contract. The disposition of the as- 
sembly is not to allow such salary increases 
as that for which Hunter is asking. 


Prof. Freund Makes Short Talk. 

The efforts of the Chicago charter commit- 
tees to hold a joint session today and hear 
a general discussion of the charter bills and 
a particular discussion of the consoligation 
bill by Prof. Ernst Freund of the University 
of Chicago were nullified by the departure 
of legislators from Springfield this afternoon. 
Mr. Freund made a short talk to the few re- 
maining members of the committee. 

It is reported as the intention of the legis- 
lators in sympathy with the United Societies 
to demand that the Sunday observance bill 
be the first reported from committee, they 
threatening to oppose the other bills unless 
their measure be sent out in advance. 


RETIRED MINISTER DROPS DEAD. 


William Otterbein Tobey, Veteran of 
Civil War, Succumbs to Organic 
Heart Disease. 


William Otterbein Tobey, a retired Presby- 
terian minister and a civil war veteran, 
dropped dead yesterday at Albany avenue 
and West Sixty-third street. Organic heart 
disease was given as the cause. He lived at 
6349 Albany avenue and was 68 years old. 

Mr. Tobey was born in Washington county, 
Maryland. After serving through/the civil 
war he studied for the ministry at Oberlin 
college and was ordained there in 1885. He 
came to Chicago and retired from the min- 
istry about ten years ago. 

He is survived by a widow, one daughter, 
Mrs. W. A. Krause of Flandreau, S. D., and 
three sons, Henry W. Tobey, Enderlin, N. D.:

New York, April 8.—Commenting tonight 
on the wave of prohibition legislation sweep- 
ing the country, Hichard Croker predicted 
that this course, if persisted in, would drive 
those Americans who had amassed fortunes 
abroad, where more liberal views prevailed. 

Europe,“ he said, “can give us points 
on personal liberty. Here we stopped horse 
racing, one of the grandest sports there is. 
We class it as a crime. We legislate as to 
what and when a man shall drink. The 
whole question will resolve itself to this: 
We'll make our money here, but will go to 
Europe to enjoy it.“ 

Speaking of the president, whom he met 
2 his stay in Washington, Mr. Croker 
said: 

He is a fine, big, splendid, whole souled 
man, genial and smart. He'll be more than 
equal to any emergency this country may 
have to face. He is there with the poise 
and the brains, backed by plenty of physi- 
cal strength.“ 


Missouri Prohibitionists Force Fight. 


Jefferson City, Mo., April 8.—The lower 
branch of the Missouri legislature adjourned 
tonight until tomorrow with the prohibition 
constitutional amendment pending for en- 
grossment. 

The prohibitionists won two points today 
during the session. They forced the adoption 
of the minority report recommending the 
amendment for passage, putting it on the 
calendar for engrossment, and by a vote of 
76 to 62 they defeated the tax amendment to 
make up the deficiency in revenue should the 
amendment carry. The tax rider allowed 
a levy of 25 cents for state purposes and 200 
per cent for county and city purposes. 


Liquor Raids at Mobile. 


Mobile, Ala., April 8.—Wholesale raids by 
detectives in the employ of the Prohibition 
party startled the city today and resulted in 
the-seizure of large quantities of liquors at 
the hotels and cafés. While the officers were 
searching one place it was discovered that 
the warrants were defective and a delay 
ensued until the error could be rectified. 
Later the officers visited the new Battle 
house and the Cawthorn hotel, where over 
a carload of intoxicants were seized.

THIRTY YEARS ON STAGE. 


Herd Work Supplementing Gen- 
jus Won Her, Fame on Both 
Hemispheres. 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 8—Mme. Helena 
Modjeska, the famous Polish tragedienne, 
died at 10 o'clock this morning at her island 
home at Bay City, Orange county, ‘at the | 
age of 65, after an illness of about two 
months. For several days she had been un- 
_gonscious and her death was almost hourly 
ed. Bright's disease, complicated 
with heart trouble, was the immediate cause 
of death. 0 

The body will be embalmed and brought to 
Los Angeles, where it will lie in a vault for 
dome time. Later Count Bozenta will take 
the body: to Cracow, Poland, the early home of 
Modjeska, and there it will be interred. 

The decision to take the body to Poland 
gave rise to the question as to whether the 
Russlan government would permit this in 
view of the debarment of the actress from 

der native land,“ and the fact that the ob- 
sequies might incite a national anti-Russian 
demonstration. 

At the Russian embassy at Washington it 
was ald no objection would be made by the 
Russian government, so far as is known 
there, to the interment of Cracow. 


STAGE CAREER OF 30 YEARS. 

Mme. Modjeska’s career on the stage ex- 
tended over a period of thirty years. She 
was born in the old town of Cracow, the 

ancient capital of Poland, on Oct. 12, 1844, 
at a time when the Austrians were tyran- 
nizing the country. 

Her father, Michael Opid, though a moun- 
taineer, was a man of artistic and scholar- 
ly tastes and a great lover ‘of music. Her 
mother, at the time she married Opid, was 
the widow of 4 man named Benda. 

Her. father died when she was a mere 
ohild, and fire soon afterward destroyed 
the greater part of Mme. Opid’s possessions, 
eo that the actress was by no means reared 
in luxury. 

At the age of 17 she married her guardian, 
M. Modrzejewski. Modrzjewska (afterward 
shortened to Modjeska) is the feminine form 
4n Polish. Shortly after their marriage her 
husband lost his position as a small official 
m Cracow and the couple went to live in 
Bochnia. At the time of their stay there 
a palamity caused the death of several men ' 
who left widows and orphans entirely desti- | 
tute. The bride's heart went out to them, 
and, as the husband had no money to give 
them, she suggested that they organize a 
charity performance for the benefit of the 
survivors. 

First Efforts Well Received.

Washington; D. C., April 8.—The efforts of 


the American government to keep former 
President Castro out of Venezuela and away 
from the nearby mainland and islands have 
every indication of being crowned with suc- 
cess. 

Most of the powers having possessions in 
thet part of the world have indicated to the 
State department that Castro's presence is 
not wanted within their boundaries, and that 
they are willing to acquiesce in the desire of 
the United States that he be far removed 
from the scene of bis former prestige. 

Notwithstanding Castro’s . deposition as 
president he still has a great many warm 
adherents in his native country, and it is 
realized here r his return might be made 
the occasion of a demonstration resulting in 
the reéstablishment of unsettled conditions.

INDUSTRIES UNDER FIRE.

This is the word the president has | 
passed along the line to the heads of depart- 
ments which are engaged in such work. The . 
attorney general will have his agents get 
facte promptly and will initiate proceedings | 
in courts if they, be justifiable and if convic- 
tion be certain. The -setretary. of the in- 
terior has told the general land office to lose 
no time in closing up investigations which it 
has been making and hab appointed addi- 
tional agents to bring about this result. The 
bureau of corporations is losing no time in 
the completion of various investigations 
whith it is making. 


Inquiry Into Seven Industries. 

Seven industries are under investigation by 
the commissioner of corporations. They are: 

The International Harvester’ company. 

The tobacco trust. 

The steel trust. 

The lumber trust. 

The cotton exchanges. 

Inland waterways. 

Developed water powers. 

Preliminary reports already have been 

made with regard to the tobacco trust and 
cotton exchanges. The cotton exchanges al- 
ready have been officially criticised, arg as a 
result New. York and New Orleans exchanges 
have appointed special committees to confer 
with the commissioner of corporations for 
the purpose of improving methods of opera- 
tion and administration. 
The investigation of the International 
Harvester company has not been and will not 
be abandoned. Agents are in the field inquir- 
ing into ite methods and their reports are now 
being considered. This investigation will not 
be finished for some time. It is expected the 
report on the steel trust will be ready for 
submission to congress during the regular 
session next year.

pulp against a barn. 

After inflicting fatal injuries to his keeper, 
the big brute ran through Ingersoll park, 
uprooted half a dozen small treea, turned over 
three circus wagons, tore the roof from his 


barn, and demolished the . bridge across 
the park lake. 


Dozens of Bullets Fail: to Subdue. 


For nearly an hour forty men labored to 
capture the enraged animal. Forty bullets 
were sent into his side and one into his right 
eye, and he was finally. taken when he 
stepped into a chain noose. Heavy ropes 
quickly were fastened to his legs, and he was 
tied to trees in a corner of the park. 

After returning to the park from town 


Bartlow went to the elephant barnes in the 


east end of the park and ſed the animals 
to water on the edge of the lake. Affer 
watering Little Tom and Queen and chaining 


them in their stalle, the keeper walked to 


the water's edge with the older elephant. 

As Tom stood near the lake at the side 
of his attendant he turned his trunk upward, 
trumpeted, and then shoved Bartlow into the 
lake. After this the elephant ran to the 
northeast. corner of the grounds. Bartlow 
dragged himself out of the lake, and, picking 
up a pitchfork, said to Arthur Elareage, head 
hostler: 

I'll trim thas d— beast.”’ 

„He's mad.“ answered Eldredge.

Murphy’s Action Prevents Games 
with Minor Leaguers. ‘ 


RAISES STORM OF PROTESTS. | 


Cub Magyate Stands on Territorial 
Rights; MeNichols Is Angry. 


Acting on what he termed his constitu- 
tlonal rights under the national agreement, 
President Murghy of the Cubs yesterday 
refused permission to t minor league 
clubs to engage in games which they had 
scheduled for Saturday and Sunday against 
jdcal semi-pro teams.

Aceepts Story of Mary Dolan, Ar- 
rested While Pursued. 


FREES ESCORT, WHO ACCUSES 


Hotel Owner Also Alleged Delinquency, 
but Escapes Fine. 


* 

In defending herself against police allega- 
tions, Miss Mary Dolan, 133 Chestnut street, 
yesterday frustrated the plan of Assistant 
State's Attorney Clifford G. Roe to punish a 
man and woman who are said to have con- 
tributed to her delinquency. 


It was one of the most complicated cases 
ever heard in the Municipal court, and in 
rendering a decision Judge Bruggemeyer 
simply accepted the girl's statement against 
those of a half dozen witnesses. If the court 
had taken the opposite view, George Heid- 
brink, 20 years old, 180 Orleans street, and 
Mrs. Lena Funk, said to be the keeper of the 
Ohio hotel, 120 Wells street. would have 
been heavily fined and probably imprisoned. 
Instead, however, Heidbrink was assessed $60 
on a disorderly conduct charge and the 
charge against Mrs. Funk was dismissed. 

This is the case wherein Lieut. William D. 
Ambrose was criticised for arresting Miss 
Dolan for fighting against being dragged into 
the hotel by Heidbrink on March 27, mid- 
night. According to the statements of Heid- 
brink and Mrs. Funk, Lieut. Ambrose was 
justified in arresting Miss Dolan as a delin- 
quent, and according to those statements 
Mrs. Funk and Heidbrink made themselves 
Hable to prosecution for contributing to the 
girl's alleged way wardness. 


Police Interrupt Pursuit. 

On the night in question Lieut. Ambrose 
and Sergeant Michael Hanigan were walk- 
ing along the street when they saw Miss 
Dolan and Heidbrink quarreling, and finally 
the young woman ran and Heidbrink pur- 
sued her. Both were locked up. She gave 
her age as 18 and was locked up in an ordi- 
nary cell, while if she had given her correct 
age—li—she would have been sent to the 
Harrison street annex. 

On the Monday following the arrest, Detec- 
tive James L. Troya interviewed Mrs. Funk, 


who stated that Miss Dolan and Heidbrink 


had been registered there on one occasion 
and that the young woman had been at the 
house on several other nights. Heidbrink 
corroborated her statement. Then Mr. Roe 
charged Heidbrink and Mrs. Funk with con- 
tributing to the delinquency of the girl. 

Mrs. Mary Palmer, the girl's aunt, testified 
that Mary had been absent from home one 
night, but was really obedient and brought 
home to her all the money she earned in a 
candy factory. 


Says She Was Flustered. 

Miss Dolan excused her conflicting state- 
ments to the police regarding her age and 
other matters on the ground that she was 
** flustered ' on the night of her arrest. She 
denied Heidbrink had tried to drag her into 
the hotel, and claimed to have been a long 
time friend of the young man. She swore 
she never was inside of the hotel. 

Judge Bruggemeyer appeared puzzled for 
a reason why Mrs. Funk and Heidbrink 
should make such damaging admissions 
against themselves in blackening the reputa- 
tion of Miss Dolan, but plainly stated he be- 
lieved the girl’s story of herown virtue. The 
dismissal of the charges that Heidbrink and 
Mrs. Funk had contributed to her delin- 
quency followed,

School: Board Decides to In- 
crease Facilities for Clean- 
liness Immediately. 


ADVICE SENT TO MOVERS, 


Circulars Will Be Distributed 
Urging Parents to Avoid 
Congested Districts. 


“A bath for every pupil in the elementary 
schools once a weék—if he heeds it,” is the 


motto under ‘which the Chicago board of. 


education is proceeding in an unprecedented 
movement for personal cleanliness in the 
schools. 


The latest move in the campaign was pre- | 


sented at the regular board meeting Wednes- 


day night in the form of a report and recom- 


mendation from the school management com- 
mittee. It is set forth that greatly increased 
bathing facilities in the elementary schools 
are needed more than any other impreve- 
ment. The report gives.as proof the fact that 
eightéen schools are lacking entirely in bath- 
rooms and thirteen others are provided with 
only one or two baths, of which the capacity 


ig from 100 to 150 baths a week. 


School Lacking Bathrooms. 

The schools that are without bathrooms are 
the Scammon, Seward, Adams, Thorp, Whit- 
tier, Holden, Skinner, Motley, Manierre,

These are in the poorer residence sections. 
The schools that are provided with one or 
two bathrooms, and for which many more

Swing, and Ward. The average attendance 
at these schools ranges above 1,000 pupils. 

The management committee recommended 
that the extension of bathing facilities be 
placed before all other formot improve- 
ment, and the recommendation met with the 
approval of the board. The work of in- 
stalling new bathrooms will be begun im- 
mediately. 


Moving Tip for Parents.

Wentworth, attorney for the Illinois 
Peat Fuel stockholders who form the pro- 
tective association, made a statement follow- 
ing the meeting at his office, 100 Washington 
street. 


“ The Illinois company was organized with 
@ capitalization of 31.000 000,“ he said. 
„Stock valued at $500,000 was disposed of 
fim and about Chicago, most of this amount 
going to small salaried people. On a 30 per 
cent basis, this would net a cash deposit of 
more than $150,000. | 

“We seek an accounting of this amount.“
